b) In addition, the specification is objected to because the paper copy and the CRF copy of 
the sequence listing indicate that SEQ ID NO: 69 has 917 amino acid residues (actual count), 
however, the paper copy and CRF (computer readable form) indicate that there is only 915 amino 
acid residues (SEQ ID NO: 69, item 2(i)(A)).

Listing, note the additional errors).
